DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Initially, the suggestion regarding the arrangement of the Specification made in 
the previous Office Action is withdrawn. Applicant has declined to add section headings 
as they are not required by MPEP 608.01(a). 

Claims 1-5 and 7-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1, 11, 16, and 18 each require outputting a suggestion for 
text modification when the number of edits required to make the text modification 
exceeds a predefined threshold Lewis et al., Friedland, and Pratley et al. do not disclose 
or suggest determining a number of edits required for the suggestion for the text 
modification and presenting the suggestion to the user when the number of edits 
exceeds a threshold value. One prior art reference of record (Razin et al., cited 
previously as pertinent prior art) determines an "edit distance" (i.e. number of edits) to 
determine whether to suggest a text modification to a user. However, Razin et al. 
suggest a text modification when the edit distance is below a threshold (because this 
indicates the text modification is closest to the original text). Text modifications exceed 
the threshold value are considered too far from the original text to suggest to the user. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably
